1. I am extreme 1 y proud of the bravery and conspicuous 
courage under fire of U.S. Army personnel during the recent 
iet Cong attack at Pleiku. The II Corps Advisory Detachment 
and the 52d Aviation Battalion reacted instantly and coolly to 
the sudden, heavy attack. In the greatest personal danqer 
Specialist 5 Pyle and others gave or risked their lives to' 
insure that their comrades were warned in time and that the 
enemy was promptly engaged and held. In the face of enemy 
mortar, demolition charge, and small arms fire, unit leaders, 
under heavy pressure, brought their units into position and went 
into action. Threatened aircraft were manned and removed to 
sa ety, often at serious personal risk. Throughout the attack, 
concern was shown for endangered comrades by warninqs and bv 
assistance when necessary. 7 

2. Beyond these individual acts, I was most gratified 
to hear of the steady conduct of the units as a whole, which 

indicates collective military professionalism of the first 
order.
